"I  hereby  protest  apainst  the  acttaB 
of  the  French  authorities  of  Marti- 
nique in  having  me  put  by  force  on 
board  an  out^oiuK  vessel.  First  b»»- 
cause  1  was  ill  at  the  time  and  be- 
cause the  act  Imperiled  l)y  life;  sec- 
ond, boi-ause  I  have  committed  no  of- 
fense aKainst  the  government  of 
Fraiicp  and  the  authorities  of  Marti- 
nique during  the  time  that  I  was  per- 
mitted to  remain  on  that  Island;  and, 
finally,  because  the  decree  of  expul- 
sion which  orders  my  deportation  out 
of  French  territory  compels  me  to 
tal<o  pasBa.c;e  alioard  a  vessel  which 
will  again  land  me  on  French  terri- 
tory. 

"MoreoTcr.  these  considerations 
aside,  the  case  constitutes  a  breach 
of  international  law  and  a  denial  of 
the  rights  of  individuals,  'that  such 
a  thing  should  have  come  to  paus  in 
the  land  which  saw  the  birth  of  .Jo-

trict  Is  needed  to  stand  behind  this 
moiitorlotts  movsi.  Parents  and  pu- 
pils must  all  be  back  for  the  work 
and  not  leave  too  much  to  the  teacher.

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House  Amendments  to  Payne  BUI 
Lopped  Off  $20,01K  000  of  Arftount 
Expeetod  to  tie  Wateed  Inere— d 
Rales  on  Wonnen's  Haaiery  m.-'i 
Qloves  ttand  Out  aa  PromiiMnt 
Changes  Upward  In  tlM  Dingley 
Tariff  Schedules. 

Washington,  April  12.  —  The  esti- 
mates of  the  revenue  which  the  Payne 
tariff  bill  will  produce  for.  the  govem- 
ment  have  been  reduced  nearly  f 20,- 
000,000  through  the  amendments 
made  to  the  measure  before  it  was 
passed  by  tbe  house,  and  the  senate 
finance  committee  will  have  to  prp> 
vide  means  for  making  up  this  diftor- 
ence  if  the  original  estimates  are  to 
be  met.  The  striking  out  of  several 
countervailing  duty  clauses,  on  which 
no  estimates  were  made,  probably 
will  lessen  the  bill's  productiveness 
another  $20,000,000. 

The  amendment  taking  off  the  8- 
cent  duty  on  tea  subtracted  17,000,000 
from  the  estim«ted  revenues.  The 
striking  out  of  the  countervailing  duty 
on  coffee  and  the  maximum  duty  pro- 
vision for  a  rate  of  20  per  cent  ad 
valorem  on  coffee  coming  from  coun- 
tries which  do  not  give  the  United 
States  the  benefit  of  their  most  fa- 
vored nation  clause,  disposes  what 
probably  would  be  $15,000,000  In  du- 
ties. 

Taking  out  the  countervailing  pro- 
viso for  lumber  and  for  petroleum, 
two  amendments  made  by  the  bouse, 
means  a  lost  owortonity  to  increase 
the  revenues  by  several  million  dol- 
lars, it  is  estimated.  By  repealing  the 
manufacturers'  license  ttx  for  farm- 
ers desiring  to  sell  the  leaf  tobacco 
which  they  raise,  the  bouse  baa  with- 
drawn considerable  revenue  under  the 
internal  revenvM  law.  A  alight  in- 
creaae  in  reveiMM  may  be  provided 
by  the  increased  tax  oi|  Tilrkish  liUer 
tobacco,  pineapples  and  barley  and 
barley  malt.  ^ 

The  senate  finance  cemmltt^  ma- 
terially rMuced  maay  of  ttie  sched- 
ules of  the  Dingley  biU  as  It  passed 
tbe  house,  but  in  order  to  increase 
tbe  revenue  produchag  power  of  the 
Payne  bill  that  comn)ittee  wHl  haye 
to.  takd  dUtemit  action  with  recard 
to  the  latter  measure.  The  60  or  more 
amendments,  all  of  which  war*  oi* 
fered  by  the  ways  and  means  coounltr 
tee,  have  aded  a  few  more  changes 
to  the*^  Payne  bill  as  compared  to  the 
present  tariff  law. 

The  tw<r  Increases  over  the  Dingley 
rates  that  stand  out  most  prominently 
in  the  Payne  bill  are  those  in  the 
rates  on  women's  and  children's 
gloves  and  hosiery.  Ck>coa.  which  is 
now  imported  free  of  duty,  has  been 
made  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  3  cents 
per  pound. 

The  Payne  bill  contains  many  re- 
ductions from  tbe  Dingley  rates  of 
duty.  The  duties  on  lead  ore  and  pig 
lead  are  materially  reduced,  while  the 
lumber  schedule  Is  cut  in  half.  Tbe 
differential  on  refined  sapu*  is  re- 
duced 5  cents  per  100  pounds.  Cot- 
tonseed  oil  and  tallow  are  placed  on 
the  free  list,  as  well  as  licorice  paste, 
fence  posts  and  kindling  wood.  Pro- 
visions for  the  free  entry,  undtT  cei- 
tain  conditions,  of  bituminous  coal, 
wood  pulp  and  agricultural  machinery 
have  been  incorporated.  The  duty  on 
print  paper,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  hou.se  investigating  committee, 
was  considerably  reduced.  The  most 
important  changes  made  in  the  wool 
schedule  were  the  reduction  of  5 
cents  on  shoddy  and  lop  waste,  and 
change  from  an  ad  valorem  to  a  spe- 
cific duty  on  tops,  the  general  cff^^ct 
being  a  slight  reduction.  A  conces- 
sion to  those  who  urged  that  works  of 
art  be  placed  on  the  free  list  was 
made  by  permitting  the  free  entry  of 
objects  of  art  at  least  20  yearn  old. 

The  iron  and  steel  schedules  are 
distinguished  through  a  general  cut- 
ting in  the  duties.  Iron  ore  is  placed 
on  thp  free  list  and  material  reduc- 
tions are  made  in  the  rates  on  pig 
iron,  scrap  iron  and  steel  bar  iron, 
round  iron,  blooms,  structural  iron 
forgings,  anchors,  cotton  ties,  steel 
rails,  tin  plates,  wire  aad' liUMroni 
other  articles. 

One  of  the  most  important  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  is  the  Philippine 
free  trade  provision,  which  nermlts 
the  free  entry  of  every  product  of  the 
islands  except  rice,  and  exempts  from 
duty  any  articles  Imported  from  the 
United  States  into  those  islands.  The 
amount  of  sugar  which  may  be  im- 
ported ia  limited  to  300,000  tons  an- 
nually.

The  utonsll  shown 
here  Is  adapted  In  a  novel  and  thor- 
oughly effective  manner  to  retain  the 
cover  In  position  when  tilted  for  drain- 
ing the  contents,  so  that  there  is  no 
danger  of  injury  to  the  user.  The

saucepan  Is  of  the  ordinary  type, 
with  the  usual  handle  and  a  de- 
tachable cover.  On  the  rim  are  three 
spring  clips  which  project  over  the 
edge  and  bold  the  cover  In  position. 
In  the  cover  are  a  number  of  drainage 
openings,  which  are  normally  covered 
by  a  hinged  lid  or  closure.  The  latter 
while  sealing  the  opening  will  readily 
yield  to  Bteum  pressure  and  thereby 
perndt  tbe  escape  of  steam.  As  the 
utensil  is  tilted  the  hinged  cover  will 
naturally  fall  away  from  the  cover,  al- 
lowing the  water  to  drain  oat  throogh 
the  openings.

The  cow  must  be  well  fed  if  she  is 
going  to  give  a  generous  flow  of  milk. 

A  good  road  is  a  good  investment 
for  any  section. 

Kind  treatment  is  one  of  the  Ingre- 
dients of  the  ration  of  every  cow.  No 
dangw  of  oT^eeding  aloas  titat  line. 

The  good  brood  sow  ought  to  prove 
profitable  up  to  seven  or  eight  years 
of  age. 

Look  over  the  flciek  and  if  any  of 
Ihe  ewes  seem  weak,  separate  th*  ni 
f'oni  llie  (lock,  and  give  ihiin  extra 
care  and  feed  until  they  grow  strong. 

Know  when  your  stock  is  r*H>dy  for 
market  and  i<i:ow  when  and  where 
you  can  find  the  best  market  for  your 
stock.  • 

Grow  some  hickory  tn^es  for  ax 
and  hammer  handles.  If  you  raise 
more  than  you  need  you  can  easily 
sell,  for  hickory  hrincis  a  good  price. 

Phiity  of  li':ht  always  for  the 
stock.  If  yniir  liani  lacks  windows, 
put  them  in  at  once,  a  window  with 
every  stalL 

if  it  is  jiossihle  to  avoid  it  don't 
tjike  your  set'd  l  o'atoes  fioui  a  has<»- 
ment  where  there  is  a  funi:!ce.  Their 
vitality  is  apt  to  have  been  im- 
paired. 

A  little  nol.isscs  added  to  the  ra- 
tion of  (he  cows  is  .^c;o(i.  It  ;.;iv<'.<  zes. 
to  the  aiii>eliic,  hut  too  niuf^h  is  h:\i\ 
for  the  cow,  and  it  should  not  be  fed 
in  the  breeding  season. 

Give  the  horses  a  run  in  the  pasture 
If  it  is  possible.  It  must  be  pre'ty 
nionot(nious  standing  in  a  stall  for 
I'-ng  stretches  at  a  time,  as  some 
horses  are  forced  to  do  in  the  winter. 

My.  how  the  hens  do  like  the  chance 
(o  scratch  over  a  sbeaf  of  i)ats  or 
wheat  which  has  not  been  threshed 
out.  They  will  get  all  the  grain  if 
you  give  them  a  chance. 

Talking  ahout  the  value  of  good 
tools  reminds  us  that  good  tools  need 
proper  care.  Many  a  farmer  wastes 
lots  of  money  each  year  by  the  care- 
'ess  way  in  v  hieh  he  uses  and  cares 
for  his  tools  and  machines. 

Are  you  getting  the  bulletins  from 
your  state  experiment  station?  They 
are  yours  for  the  asking.  Have  your 
name  put  on  the  list.  If  you  do  not 
want  them  all  but  only  those  of  cer- 
tain topics,  yon  will  be  put  on  the 
special  list  for  the  kind  of  bulletins 
you  want. 

Provide  clean  troughs  and  feed 
floors  for  the  hog.s  and  you  will  re- 
vise your  o)iiiiion  of  tin*  animals  that 
they  pil  l!  ;  lilih  lo  cK'anliness.  A 
cement  feeding  floor  and  movabh' 
troughs  that  can  be  scalded  out  once 
or  twice  a  week  will  enable  the  feed 
er  to  give  them  sanitary  conditions. 

A  good  horse  slin.g  for  supporting 
the  animal  on  his  feet  is  made  by 
folding  a  stack  cover  so  as  to  pa.^3 
untU  r  the  belly,  then  roll  It  on  pieces 
of  scantling  from  each  end  so  as  to 
from  a  hammock  of  the  proper  length. 
Hy  the  use  of  chains  and  a  singletree 
the  slin:^  can  he  supported  fnun  ahove. 
Strajis  or  ropes  must  he  used  at  l)oth 
ends  to  prevent  the  horse  from  fall- 
ing forward  or  backward. 

If  farmers  would  ke(>ji  [)ure  bred 
chickens  of  one  breed  their  eggswouh; 
put  on  a  better  appearance  in  thf 
market  because  of  uniformity  of  size 
and  color.  Poorly  assorted  fowls  may 
return  a  profit,  but  they  do  not  re 
turn  anywhere  near  the  profit  that  the 
same  number  of  well-bred,  uniform 
hens  would.  Scrub  stock  of  any  kind 
is  poor  property.  It  costs  as  much  to 
feed,  house  and  care  for  them  as  ii 
does  for  good  stock,  while  the  returns 
are  materially  less.  The  mongrel  hen 
eats  the  most  and  returns  the  least 
for  the  food  eonsumed. 

Here  is  a  Joke  oa  the  novelist-farm- 
er from  the  Farm  and  Hone  vklch  is 
good  enough  to  pass  along:  During 
his  first  year  a  novislist-farmer  dis- 
covered that  all  his  little  chickens, 
which  were  confined  la  coops,  were 
languishing  at  the  point  of  death.

Don't  keep  growing  colts  in  the 
stable.  See  that  they  have  a  chance 
to  get  lots  of  exercise. 

Any  broody  hens  yet?  If  yon  can 
provide  shelter  for  the  little  chicks, 
set  some  hens  as  early  as  possible. 
You  will  have  extra  early  broilers  in 
this  way. 

In  keeping  eggs  for  hatching,  date 
them  so  that  there  can  be  no  guer- 
don as  to  their  fertility,  and  then 
keep  them  from  getting  chilled. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  anyhndy 
can  keep  stock,  but  it  is  qiiite  another 
thing  to  manage  so  that  stock  will 
keep  yon.    Are  you  doing  it?

Ke(M>  them  in  a 
sul)dued  light,  and  keep  their  quarters 
eh^an.  Let  them  go  24  hours  Without 
feed  before  killing. 

Sunshine  is  better  than  medicine. 
An  abundance  of  sunlight  In  the  cow 
stables  so  arranged  that  It  may  reacli 
every  part  of  the  stable  Is  one  of  the 
best  preventives  of  disease.  When 
possible  the  cow  stables  should  bo 
separate  from  the^  bam  in  order  to  se- 
cure proper  TOntllatlon  and  the  neces- 
sary sunlight  which  It  is.  impossible 
to  obtain  in  any  other  way. 

A  Pennsylvania  dafarynwn  who  has 
kept  a  record  says  it  takes  150  quarts 
of  milk  to  produce  a  calf  that  will 
weigh  160  pounds  at  four  weeks.  His 
record  of  feeding  80  calves  showed 
12.000  quarts  of  milk,  and  for 
which  he  received  |481,  or  four  cents 
per  quart,  and  the  calves  did  the  milk- 
ing. He  says  the  calves  must  be  good 
ones — ^not  little,  runty  Jerseys. 

Don't  plant  solid  blocks  of  one  va- 
riety of  fruit  trees  or  hushes.  UilTer- 
ent  kinds,  planted  together,  help  to 
fertilize  each  other's  blossoms.  Al- 
ternate the  varieties  by  planting 
double  rows  of  each  kind,  side  by* 
side.  Remember  that  some  varieties 
are  self-sterile  and  cannot  fruit  well 
when  i^mted  al(me.  We've  said 
before,  but  it's  a  vital  point  that  can  i 
be  repeated  too  ^ten. 

The  time  to  breed  hens  tar  "heavy 
egg  yields  is  in  Ihe  early  spring. 
Chicks  hatched  at  that  time  are  al- 
ways very  fit  to  meet  ihe  succeeding 
wiuier,  while  Iale-hatch<'d  ones  are 
mere  hamxers  cm  and  time  losers.  Ho>v 
many  .May  i)ullets  never  lay  an  etig 
till  ten  or  more  months  old,  and  they 
should  all  begin  at  five  or  six.  Really 
uiModate  results  j-re  now  referred  to 
and  not  h.Tphazar-1  management.  A 
keen  eye  should  be  kept  on  the  whole 
tot  and  lacpuds  quickly  cleared  oft. 

Remember  that  growing  chickens 
and  laying  hens  require  large  quanti- 
ties of  protein  or  muscle-forming  ma- 
terial to  build  up  the  tissues  and  the 
eggs.  Also  large  quantities  of  ash  con- 
stituents are  necessary  from  which  to 
manufacture  the  rapidly-growing 
!  bones  of  the  young  chick,  to  furni.-h 
]  egg  shells,  and  mineral  matter  used 
for  other  purposes  by  the  laying  hen. 
Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  ash  and 
protein,  carbonaceous  matters  are  re- 
quired to  keep  the  fowls  warm  and 
to  supply  energy. 

Wheat  culture  has  been  under  in- 
vestigation by  the  Kansas  experiment 
station.  At  the  beginning  616  varie- 
ties were  taken.  The  following  har- 
vest 264  varieties  were  so  far  behind 
as  to  be  counted  out  of  the  running 
and  a  year  later  all  but  39  of  these 
varietkMB  were  eliminated  from  the 
race.  These  39  varieties  are  now 
in  the  ground  and  the  one  which 
shows  the  best  yield  next  harvest  will 
be  decorated  the  king  wheat  of  Kan- 
sas. At  the  Kentucky  station  slmUar 
work  is  going  on. 

The  practice  of  having  silage  for 
summer  feeding  when  the  grass  fails 
is  growing.  Some  are  afraid  of  silage 
j  spoiling  in  the  summer,  hut  if  tho 
silo  is  handled  rightly,  theie  will  be 
no  more  waste  in  summer  than  in  win- 
ter. To  jirevent  silage  from  siioiling 
in  hot  weather,  after  the  day  s  teed 
has  heen  removed,  take  a  garden  rake 
and  hrush  over  the  e.vposcd  surface, 
so  that  the  first  inch  will  he  left  rough 
and  open.  This  vvill  allow  the  surfaeo 
silage  to  slightly  dry  and  effectually 
prevent  mold. 

Be  sure  that  the  lameness  In  the 
mare  you  propose  using  for  breeding 
purposes  is  not  due  to  hereditary 
tendencies.  Well-bred,  well-shaped, 
large-headed,  sometimes  fast  and 
good-working  mares  that  are  lame, 
often  attract  the  attention  of  men  who 
have  an  eye  to  raising  a  nice  colt.  This 
mare  is  cheap  because'  she  is  hopeless- 
ly lame  and  useless  for  work.  The 
mare  is  taken  to  a  stallion  In  order 
that  she  may  earn  her  keep  l>y  breed- 
ing, and  the  result  Is  very  frequently 
a  good-looking  foal,  but.  nevertheless, 
one  with  a  predisposition  to  thj  dis- 
ease that  made  it  necessary  to  With- 
draw its  mother  from  work.
